MUST BE 
FILLED 


The President and Postmaster 


General Must Apply the 


Civil Service Rules 


Very Strictly. 
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(Special By Kcrli>pg-Mcltnp.) 


Washington, Oct. 28.—The conclu- 


sion of the investigation in thu post- 
office department and Gen. Urlstow's 
report on the same, have brought a 
new embarrassment to the adminis- 
tration. Every chief of a bureau 'in 
the first assistant postmaster gener- 
al's division has been discharged, and 
many have been Indicted, as a result 
of the Investigation. 


These positions arc now temporar- 


ily filled by postofllce Inspectors and 
Postmaster General Payne Is looking 
about for new men to be appointed to 
the vacancies, but he finds that tinder 
the civil service rules ho Is helpless. 
There are only two ways In which ho 
can 1111 these positions, by asking tho 
civil* service commission to transfer 
men from other departments, and by 
certifying to him their names for each 
position from which to choose. 


Cannot Take Outsiders. 


Under the circumstances by which 


these places were made vacant, the 
civil service rules are peculiarly em- 
barrassing. The men who have been 
discharged and indicted 
have 
filled 


the poHtotflcc department with scan- 
dals that have at times threatened tho 
reputation of the administration. 


Tho president Insists that the men 


•who take their places shall be above 
reproach and experienced. The post- 
master general has hod men recom- 
mended to him from outside the gov- 
ernment service; men who have bo- 
come expert auditors and judges of 
supplies, and superintendents of largo 
business details, who would bo capa- 
ble of introducing strict buslnes meth- 
ods in the department. 


Civil Service Rules Hamper. 


But those recommendations 
have 


no weight with the government bo- 
cause the postolllcc department Is un- 
der civil service regulations, with ev- 
ery position classified except 
those 


of the postmaster general, his four as- 
sistants and their private secretaries. 
Neither the postmaster general, nor 
the president can use any personal 
judgment in selecting successors to 
Jlnchen, Beavers, and all tho other 
officials that 1'svo been indicted. 


Tho postmaster general prefers tho 


inspectors that arc 
temporarily 
in 


charge, but they are needed In their 
own work. The president Is a civil 
service reformer, but he must now 
reform the civil! service 
rules 
ho 


signed recently or' suspend them In 
order to secure experienced men In 
the postofllce. department. 


Barrett Demands Hearing. 


• Harrison J. Barrett, whose disbar- 
ment from practice before the post- 
olllce department, for alleged wrong- 
ful acts disclosed by the general post- 
al investigation, has been announced, 
has written a letter to the postmaster 
general under date-of Baltimore, Oct.

been allowed him.

Baltimore, in- 
dicted for complicity In postal frauds, 
wan concluded In the police court yes- 
terday, and Stern was held in $5,000 
ball to await the action of the grand 
jury. He furnished tho ball and was 
released.

By his elec- 
tion- ni provincial grand master of 
the royal order of Scotland, of Ameri- 
ca, recently he was elevated to the 
highest Masonic position In the world 
and Is the ranking man In every or- 
ganization with which Masons are con- 
nected. The position will bo his as 
long as he lives and besides sitting on 
a throne not greatly unlike that of a 
king or emperor ho will receive a sal- 
ary of $3,000 per annum and have all 
his railroad and other expenses paid 
whenever he turns his hand to Mason- 
ic business.
